Explaining the indictments, United 
States Attorney Thomas J. Sparks 
said the extreme penalty for the three 
accused could be exacted if the trial 
jury so recommended and the court 
concurred. 

“I will hold him without bond, if 
it can be done,” said Federal District 
Judge Charles I. Dawson referring to 
young Robinson. a former insane 
asylum inmate. Sparks told the court 
the man, when caught, could legally 
be held without bond. 


Will Seek Death Penalty. 


Asked if he intended to press for 
the death penalty for young Robin- 
son, Sparks replied, “I say unhesi- 
tatingly that I will do so.” 

Toward the other defendants, the 
wife who is in jail here in default 
of $50,000 bond, and the father, free 
in Nashville under $25,000 bail, he 
was more lenient. 

“T don’t know whether I'll ask for 
capital punishment for them or not 
yet,” he said. “It depends on the 
proof.”

“There is no more heinous crime 
than kidnaping. Taking a person from 
his home and holding him in durance 
vile is horrible enough. 

_“But from the very nature of the 
circumstances members of the family 
in such cases often become accesso- 
ries. They are compelled to repulse 
the efforts of officers to bring back 
their loved one. 

“You gentlemen have been called to 
start the machinery of law into ac- 
tion at the earliest possible moment 
so that the guilty persons may be 
punished.”

Floyd, Lazia and Miller, Lat- 
ter Two Dead, To Be 
Charged With Crime. 


KANSAS CITY, Oct. 20—(P)— 
Charles (Pretty Boy) Floyd, the 
southwest’s most hunted outlaw-killer 
since Jesse James, and John Lazia, 
a slain gambler-politician who helped 
maintain one of the nation’s strongest 
municipal government “machines,” will 
hold a federal grand jury’s interest 
here Monday. — 

The crime to be investigated is the 


machine gun slayings of four officers 
in front of the Union station June 17, 
1933. The clumsy bungling of an at- 
tempt to rescue Frank Nash, an es- 
caped convict, while he was being 
returned to the Leavenworth, Kan., 
penitentiary ended in the accidental 
killing of Nash as well. 

Floyd, whose guns have blazed death 
many times during and between raids 
on Oklahoma banks from his hideout 
in the Cookson hills, is accused of 
being one of three killers at the 
Union station. 

Lazia, who wielded a powerful in- 
fluence in Kansas City’s north side 
democratic stronghold, has been named 
by a government informant as the 
man who arranged a meeting of the 
three killers the night before the 
slayings. 

Political associates of Lazia have 
been subpoenaed to tell the grand jury 
what they know about reports that 
Tazia and his men later helped get 
Floyd and Adam Richetti, another ac- 
cused killer, out of the city through 
a network of police. The third ac- 
cused slayer, Verne C. Miller, a former 
South Dakota sheriff who turned from 
law-enforcement to law-breaking, was 
killed by gangsters near Detroit when 
the government search became too 
“hot.”

MUELLER CAUSES 
SPLIT IN CHURCH 


Oppositional Synod in 
Germany Secedes From 
Protestants. 


BERLIN, Oct. 20.—()—Germany’s 
Protestant church dictatorship under 
Reichsbishop Ludwig Mueller was 
split wide open today with the un- 
compromising secession of the oppo- 
sitional synod, claiming 80 per cent 
of Protestant churchgoers. 

With one exception the synod, un- 
der the presidency of Karl Koch, 
adopted a resolution setting itself up 
as the only true evangelical church 
and declaring Mueller’s autocratic 
nazi regime had set up an “impos- 
sible papacy.” 

Adopting tactics reminiscent of the 
reformation, Koch read a resolution 
in the form of a message to _ all 


evangelical churches of the reich 
from the altar of a church in Saint 
Anne’s, a suburb of Dahlen. . 
“A state of emergency has arisen,” 
declared the message. “The church

Bavaria, Wurttemburg and Hesse had 
violated the basic principles of the 
church. 

Papacy Charged. 


It charged that the reichschurch 
under the slogan of “one state, one 
people, one church” had been deliv- 
ered into the hands of worldly pow- 
ers and that Mueller’s regime had 
“erected an impossible papacy within 
the church.” 

In inflicting disciplinary penalties 
upon pastors who had followed in the 
steps of the Holy Writ, the message 
continued, the  reichschurch had 
claimed to possess the support of 
Chancellor Hitler, leading to the state 
of emergency. 

“We submit this declaration to the 


reichsgovernment,” said the message, 
“and ask it to take cognizance of the 
same. We demand from the reichs- | 
government that it shall recognize | 
that in matters of church doctrine and | 
order the church has sole jurisdiction | 
under the supervisory powers of the | 
state.” | 

After Koch had read the message 
a short address was given to the’! 
deeply-impressed audience by Profes- | 
sor Ludwig Schmitz, of Munster, | 
whom Mueller suspended last month. | 
Schmitz emphasized that the church |

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 20.—(4)— 
Fighting through “rotten weather, 
rain squalls and no visibility,” Sir 
Charles Kingsford-Smith, famous 
trans-oceanic flyer, reached Suva, 
Fiji, from Brisbane, Australia, early 
Sunday, eastern United States time. 

Radioing from his plane at 9:48 p. 
m. Saturday, eastern standard time, 
Sir Charles said: 

“First hop O. K.° Reéling in now." 

Six hours previously the aviators 
had circled Noumea, New Caledonia, 
in dense clouds to reassure themselves 
they were on their course, and to ob- 


tain new directions. 

Headwinds, rain and clouds were 
delaying the progress of the plane 
Lady Southern Cross on its 7,360-mile 
flight from Brisbane to Oakland, Cal., 
via Suva and Honolulu.

Howell Fakes Kick and Passes to Hutson, Set-

LEGION FIELD, BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 20.—Rival coaches’ grow- 
fears that another Crimson scourge is at large in the southland 
confirmed in no uncertain terms here this afternoon as Alabama 
Tennessee, 13-6, before 19,000 fervid partisans.

WAVE FUMBLES 
AWAY CHANCES 
TWO SCORES 


Simons Scores for Tu- 
lane; Long Runs Make 
It Possible.

TULANE STADIUM, NEW OR- 
LEANS, La., Oct. 20.—They trudged 
a long, long way down the road to 
recovery today, did the Georgia Bull- 
dogs, in weather that was very hot 
for football and before a crowd of 
25.000 that was very eager for the 
Bulldogs’ pelts as they lost a hard 
football game to Tulane University 
by the score of 7 to 6 in Tulane’s 
stadium here today. 

By the margin of the extra point, 
which Johnny Bond, of Toecoa, Ga., 
narrowly missed after Georgia scored 
late in the fourth period, did the 
Bulldogs go down to defeat. Bond's 
kick hit the left goal post and bound- 
ed back. Had it gone an inch inside 
and over the cross-bar, the Bulldogs 
would have tied Tulane, 7-7, in one 
of the greatest football games the 
south has ever witnessed. 

Despite the oppressive heat. which 
weighed heavily against the Bulldogs 
to begin with, they were an excellent 
match for the pride of the Bayous—- 
Ted Cox's magnificent Green team 
of 1934 and a prime favorite to van- 
quish the Bulldogs in the betting 
odds, ’ 


BOUNCED BACK. 

But the Georgia team bounced 
back from a disappointing showing 
gainst the University of North Caro- 
lina on Jast Saturday at Athens toe 
play Tulane on an even basis for the 
greater portion of the game, reluctant- 
ly yield a touchdown in the second 
period and then stage a_ splendid 
comeback to miss out on a tie score 
hy the narrow margin of John Bond's 
kick after they had put over a touch- 
down of their own late in the fourth 
quarter. 

Both scores were the result of high- 
ly spectacular plays which almost 
stampeded a crowd which had watch- 
ed a dull first period wherein the 
teams had confined themselves largely 
to cautious running plays and an ex- 
change of kicks. 

The second quarter opened 
the same amount of conservatism, but 
soon was tronsformed into a_e great 
piece of drama when “Little Monk” 
Simons. 195-pound senior and son of 
the trainer of the Tulane team, took 
the ball off tackle, cut back through 
Georgia’s secondary behind faultless 
blocking and raced 52 yards for a 
touchdown. 

Simons kicked the extra point from 
placement and Georgia trailed at the 
end of the half. 7 to 0, despite an ofe 
fensive of its own which advanced the 
ball to Tulane’s 20-yard line as the 
half ended. 

BRILLIANT 


Georgia's touchdown.

It came in the fleeting moments of 
the fourth period, the result of two 
lightning pass. plays from Georgia's 
two-yard line, where a holding penalty 
agninst the Bulldogs had placed the 
ball.

averaged 49 yards per punt to Tu- 
lane's 38, 

But that elimax run of Simons’, 
plus his perfectly kicked extra point, 
supplied the margin of victory, how- 
ever small. 

Tulane’s proneness to fumble early 


in the game brought back memories 


'of the game in Athens last year, when 


the Green fumbled itself out of the 
nieture. Twice in the first period the 
Wave penetrated deep into Georg 
territory, only to lose the ball on 
successive fumbles by Bucky Brran 
and Lodrigues. Needless say, this 
plunged the Tulane rooting section, 
which famous for voluble en- 
thusiasm, deep in the abyss of gloom.

Government 
credit, expressed in terms of treasury 
loans, has’ strengthened. High-grade 
corporation bonds have had a rebound, 
carrying with them many of the junior 
issues. Stocks that would profit most 
from dollar devaluation have been 
less conspicuous, with more disposi- 
tion shown to make commitments ‘in 
the regular run of shares that move 
up or down as earnings or promise of 
better results in the future sway the 
Wall Street mind. 


Concrete proof of improvement in 


trade vary little from those of recent 
weeks, What appears to have hap- 
pened is a check in the long decline 
which had carried the production in- 
dex back to about the level of last 
November.

MAJOR MARKET INFLUENCE. 

As the occasion and psychology of 
the situation lend themselves to ~ re- 
statement of financial facts, th® ad- 
dress next Wednesday by President 
Roosevelt shoud be the most important 
of its kind since the budget message 
of January. It is likely to be the ma- 
jor influence surrounding the invest- 
ment market of the week, for, with 
the modification of the policies of the 
NRa, criticism of the administration 
now centers on the unbalanced budget. 

Those who are convinced that infla- 
tion cannot be avoided, and are not 
converted by the proposed orthodox 
method of managing the nation’s fi- 
nances, point to the silver purchases 
as inevitably leading to dollar devalu- 
ation. Under the proclmation of De- 
cember 21 last, the treasury depart- 
ment was authorized to buy at least 
24,421,000 ounces of silver annually, 
as a minimum. To date it has taken 
into mints about 15,000,000 ounces. 
It has raised the price of the white 
metal to the highest figure since April, 
1929, causing China this week to place 
a 10 per cent export tax on silver 
bars and coin and starting complica- 
tions in the far east, such as a de- 
cline in commodity prices, that may 
have serious reactions elsewhere. 

Secretary of State Hull maintains 
that our silver purchases are manda- 
tory, as the United States, under 
agreement with the chief producers, 
must absorb 70 per cent of the total 
of 35,000,000. ounces annually mined.

COMMODITIES TURN 
DOWNWARD. 

The turn-away-from-inflation talk 
has had a sequel in more weakness ih 
commodities.

OFFICERS EXONERATE ~ 
RESTAURANT SLAYER 


Fatal Shooting on Edgewood 
Was Justified, Is Verdict 
of Investigating Sleuths. 


“Justifiable homicide” was the ver- 
dict of investigating officers Saturday 
in the fatal shooting Friday night of 
W. D. Wood, 26, by J. R. Cathey, 41, 
mechanic, in a restaurant at 609 Edge- 
wood avenue. 

Detectives FE. I. Hilderbrandt and 
J. T. Woodruff. who-investigated the 
killing, asserted they are convinced 
Cathey shot in self-defense and only 
after he had been attacked and beaten 
as he waited on the clientele of the 
little restaurant owned by W. D. 
Phelps. 

Cathey faces a preliminary hearing 
at 8:30 o'clock Monday morning in 
recorder’s court.

Two-Man Police Force. 

“There was a regular police force 
comprised of two men, who worked in 
12-hour shifts. There was also a po- 
lice reserve unit, composed of resi- 
dents of the community. 

“There was a volunteer fire brigade, 
although the Portsmouth fire depart- 
ment responded to any call sent in. 

‘The very highest standards of sani- 
tation and hygiene were maintained 
at all times. Garbage was collected 
daily. The health of the members of 
the community was excellent, as the 
system of sanitation that was estab- 
lished was rigidly enforced. 

“In addition to other facilities for 
the residents, there was a well-stocked 
public library. Community activities 
were many and varied. There was a 
mothers’ club, athletic organization, 
and three secret fraternal organiza- 
tions, and one of the barracks tormer- 
ly used by one of the construction 
gangs was converted into a church. 

“The rental charge for a five-room 
cottage was $18 per month. 

“From 1919, when the project was 
completed, until 1920, the operation 
and government of the town was un- 
der an official known as operating 
manager, appointed by the United 
States Housing Corporation of the 
department of labor. This town was 
considered by the United States 
housing corporation during the period 
of its operation as being one of the 
most successful housing projects oper- 
ated by the government, and was 80 
located that it was a community by 
itself, situated on the road from 
Portsmouth to points south. 

No Disorder During Period. 

“There was practically no disorder 
during the entire period of operation. 
In fact, not a single arrest was made, 
This was really remarkable, consid- 
ering the fact that some 1,500 persons 
resided in the town. The operating 
manager heard and settled minor dis- 
putes among neighbors or members of 
family groups. 

“We were able to instill a spirit of 
race and civic pride among the resi- 
dents, who thoroughly comprehended 
the original aim and desire to make 
it a model town from every point of 
To the residents belongs’ the 
credit of making the experiment an 
unqualified success.” 

“In 1920, the government ordered 
the sale of the property. It was sold 
on a basis of 60 per cent of its oriz- 
inal value, 5 per cent in cash and 
the balance in deferred payments at 
the rate of 1 per cent per month. In 
other words, a single house sold on 
an average of $1,800: $90 down and 
$18 per month, including interest. 

“All the property was bought by 
colored people. . . . All public utili- 
ties, including the school, were turned 
over to the city of Portsmouth, Ports- 
mouth extended its corporate limits so 
as to include the town of Truxton, the 
latter becoming a part of the city of 
Portsmouth. 

“The Truxtdn experiment was con- 
sidered a success from every angle by 
housing experts and government offi- 
cials, and it is thought that it could 
be easily duplicated in practically any 
state of the Union, especially in the 
south, where the housing problem is 
especially acute among negroes.” 

Beyond Exeprimental Stage. 

In coneluding this series of articles 
we are 
impressed with the fact that housing 
programs among colored have gone be- 
the experimental stage. ‘There 
is no group in America that needs 
large seale housing programs any 
more than the negro; and with the 
government’s program in this field at 
the present time, it is possible to vis- 
ion many large scale housing programs 
that should, and in all probability will, 
play an exceedingly important part 
in the future economic and social his- 
tory of negroes. 

I believe Recommendation 10, as 
presented by the committee on negro 
housing at the president’s conference 
on home building and home ownership 
in Washington, D. C., envisages some- 
thing similar to our above statement 


mendation : 

“Tt is recommended that special con- 
sideration be given housing for urban 
people with incomes of $1,000 a year 
and rural dwellers with incomes as 


‘lew as $750 a year, and that civic- 


minded people be induced to establish 
adequate financing agencies at reason-

A ringing appeal for thousands 
of children living in isolated com- 
munities 
tions of the south is being sent out 
by Rev. 
the officials of a relief program that 
has been termed the “Save the 
Children Fund.”’ 

This minister is well qualified to 
speak of the plight of these moun- 
tain children as he served for seven 
years as pastor of a community 
church and director of an extensive 
program of community welfare on 
the Cumberland plateau. 

In his appeal he points out that 
children tn hundreds of communi- 
ties on this mountain frontier of 
American civilization are living in 
privation and want, the victims of 
undernourishment and _ frequent 
sickness. Many are denied attend- 
ance on the one-room mountain 
schools because of lack of clothing 
—not clothes such as the average 
school child wears, but “overalls 
and two shirts for a boy and two 
simple dresses for a girl; of 35 
children in one mountain school 
only two had shoes.’’ 

Rev. White discusses the organ- 
ized effort to aid these children as 
follows: 

The Save the Children Fund of 
America is doing a thorough-going 
work of child welfare in a number 
of mountain areas. Just now the 
workers are almost heartbroken be- 
cause they do not have clothes with 
which to keep children in school. 
Three dollars will furnish a complete 
kit of clothes for a boy or girl— 
underclothes, simple dresses and 
sweater, or overalls, shirts and jump- 
er, coat and shoes. Or used cloth- 
ing will be gladly received. Almost 
anything sturdy can be used. It will

be remodeled if necessary by sewing 


The headquarters of the Save the 
Children Fund are at 156 Fifth ave- 
nue, New York, and packages con 
taining clothes, books, medicines or 
any other articles for the use of 
the mountain children should be 
sent to the Fund at Wilder, Tenn., 
either by parcel post or freight.

Oppression Brought 
Alexander's Death 


Jails of Yugoslavia Have Been 
Kept Filled With Croatiang 
and Slovenes.

GENEVA—tThe lot of Dr. Viadko 
Matchek, the eminent leader of the 
Croatian peaasnt party in Yugoslavia, 

also gives a weight 
to the causes _ 
hind the assassina- 
tion of King Alex- 
ander. He is now 
serving a_ three- 
year sentence and 
thousand of intel- 
lectuals, journalists 
and workers also 
languish in the in- 
describably primi- 
tive jails of his 
a 
Dr. Matchek was 
the successor of the 
fiery Raditsch, who 
was assassinated in 
a full session of the 
Yugoslav parliament. Dr. Matchek's 
only crime was that he gave an in- 
terview to the correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian in which he said 
that Crotia is attached to the prin- 
cipals of democracy ... and that 
he considered the people as the source 
of all political authority. 


That a man of European eminence 
like Dr. Matchek can be incarcerated 
for so simple a statement of elemen- 
tary democratic faith, stamps the 
Yugoslavian states as reactionary. 


King Alexander’s regime was auto- 
cratic and arbitrary. When a govern- 
ment has no other reply save repres: 
sion and violence to oppose to the 
legitimate and natural aspirations of 
the national minorities in its domains, 
that government is morally bankrupt. 
And moral bankruptcy, as we all 
know, is but a prelude to economic 
and political collapse.

Only justice can maintain a state 
and Yugoslavia denies the most ele- 
mentary justice to millions of Croats, 
Macedonians, Bosniaks, Slovenes and 
Montenegrins. Instead of according 
these national groups but a semblance 


of autonomy and _ self-determination 
within the framework of the Yugoslav 
state, the central government of Bel- 
grade continues to treat them as mere 
subject tribes of old Serbia. Croat 
leaders, the spokesmen of their people. 
have been assassinated or incarcerated 
after court-martials which were a trav- 
esty of justice. The jails have been 
full with the noblest citizens of the 
realm, men who had the courage to 
believe in the sense of fairness otf 
their rulers and who have spoken 
openly of their faith in justice. 


They turn liberal investigators back 
at the Yugoslav frontier. Whoever 
wants to visit that country must prom: 
ise to pass through rapidly and not 
carry on any systematic inquiry. What 
the Yugoslav authorities are doing does 
not, by their own implied testimony 
permit the light of day. There you 
have a country, I mean Serbia, which 
won the .world's sympathy in the 
early days of the war, a country that 
was tremendously enlarged at the close 
of the war at the expense of Austria 
and Bulgaria, a country that swal- 
lowed up Slovenia and Bosnia, Herzo- 
govinia and Montenegro and upon be- 
ing freed oppresses others, ‘There 
are Croatians today who regret the 
passing of the Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire. Yet once they rejoiced in its 
downfall. Under Austria-Hungary 
there was at least a semblance of 
freedom; under the jackboot of Bel- 
grade there is nothing but repression 
and misery. 

. a * 

And it is not only Crotians who are 
subjected to the indignify and humilia- 
tion of being treated as a subject 
race. The Slovenes, whom I always 
found a most cultured and gentle peo- 


ple, are in the same predicament. 
They who once ardently welcomed a 
reunion with Serbia after the war 
a = the most disillusioned 
of all. : 


I do not depend on meager sources 
for my information on conditions in 
Yugoslavia. I am in touch with the 
leaders of the Crotian national move- 
ment through the eminent Dr. 
Krnyevitch here in Geneva. I spent 
a whole week with the Macedonian 
comritadjis at the beginning of this 
year. 

“Bandits!” they tell you in Bel- 
grade when they speak of Macedonian 
nationalists. 

If they are bandits, George Wash- 
ington, and the United Empire Loy- 
alists and Eamon de Valera and 
Christian de Wet and Botha and Joan 
of Arc were also bandits. At that 
rate anyone fighting for the freedom 
of his country is a bandit. Of Dr. 
Matchek the Serbian press now speaks 
Those peo- 
ple forget that whom they call crimi- 
nals, liberal world opinion considers 
eminent democrats, who have our en- 
tire sympathy and who may count 
on whatever support we can possibly 
muster on their behalf and in behalf 
of the noble cause they represent. 

There is deep and widespread in- 
dignation in democratic countries over 
the treatment accorded Dr. Matchek 


and the other Croatian liberals. Croa- 


tians in Paris and Brussels hold pro- 
test meetings to which many promi- 
nent liberals of other countries lend 
their support. The League of the 
Rights of Man has made representa- 
tions in Belgrade in behalf of Dr. 
Marchek and his associates. 
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NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—The brew- 
master (pronounced brewmeisters) and 
their bosses (pronounced bosses) were 
in separate conventions assembled 
here this week. But separate though 
their conventions were, it seemed rea- 
sonable to assume that jointly they 
would bend vast quantities of elbows 
in the furtherance of their art. 

At The Waldorf, the brewmasters 
were packed in jovial, bubbly mass 
in the various barrooms whenever &a 
pretext could be found. They were 
drinking cocktails, brandy, cognac, 
rum and even bedewing their creamy 
mustaches with wine. But, of beer, 
no single sud was visible. 

At the Biltmore, the brewery bosses 
were bossing each other around. The 
brewmasters, at least. did right by 
their art at their mass dinners, pour- 
ing foam into their interiors with 
noble industry. But the bosses turn- 
ed blithe eyes to wickeder pastures 
and never did get around to find out 
what a glass of beer tastes like.

An old tradition declares that when

Why turn from the future to the 

past? 
Yesterday and Today. 

But my thesis is that no man can 
know “the meaning of today,” unless 
he knows the meaning of yesterday. 
Because today is the child of yester- 
day. ‘Today's problems and tasks, its 
opportunities and_ responsibilities, 
were all forged in the experiences of 
the days that are gone. Only as we 
come to understand the decisions of 
yesterday—its successes and failures, 
triumphs and defeats—shall we be 
able to choose aright today. We cheat 
ourselves with words when we speak 
of “the days that have gone.” We 
may as well speak of the seed which 
we plant in the fertile soil as “gone” 
when harvest appears. The harvest is 
the seed. Its story of nurture and de- 
velopment and all we see in the flow- 
er and fruitage is the unfolding of 
the seed. 

So Woodrow Wilson, when others 
were seeking the cause of the World 
War in what nations did in July and 
August of 1914 said: ‘‘The causes of 
this war are rooted in the history of 
Europe of the past century. Thug it 
is folly to talk of America’s past, as 
if it were dead and gone. The Amer- 
ica which we face today is the Amer- 
ica of all the days since the coming 
of the colonists. All that our fathers 
thought and planned, attempted and 
accomplished, has gone into the mak- 
ing of the America of today. With- 
out this truth—which I would call 
the historic consciousness—our great 
educational system can never make 
its needed contribution to our democ- 
racy. Without the light which streams 
in radiant revelation from the past, 


we move in darkness, not knowing 
whither we go. 
Story of Georgia. 

Take for example, the story of Geor- 
gia. Georgia is the fruitage of @ 
seed sown in the social soil of Enge 
land in the eighteenth century. In 
that day debtors were thrown into 
prison when they could not pay. Ogle- 
thorpe, when he released those debtors 
and brought them to our shores, was 
more than a sentimentalist or a phi- 
lanthropist. He saw the social and 
the economic crime of paralyzing the 
productive power of men and letting 
them rot in idleness, with no advan- 
tage to the creditor and injury to so- 
ciety. Wifi clear vision, he saw that 
by giving them an economic chance to 
produce wealth for themselves, they 
would in turn enrich the homeland. 
In the fertile fields of Georgia they 
gained a purchasing power for the 
goods produced in England. Thus he 
turned an economic liability into a 
rich asset. 

Here was a statesman discovering 
a fundamental principle of social econ- 
omy, out of which he builded a new 
commonwealth. How simple it seems 
when stated. An idle impoverished 
producer creates no wealth, and hav- 
ing no purchasing power, cannot de- 
mand the creation of any wealth. And 
we have been facing just that situa- 
tion in America, and the world for the 
past few years. A world of impovere 
ished debtors versus a world of credi- 
tors, who in turn were being impov- 
erished, because there was no demand 
for that which they had to sell. Ogle- 
thorpe gave these idle men a chance 
to produce and thus to purchase. Cers 
tainly here is a primary lesson which 
the business world must learn, that 
an impoverished market means even- 
tually an impoverished merchant. Une 
less there is a wider and fairer dis- 
tribution of purchasing power ig 
America, it is only a question of time 
when, what we have called wealth, 
will be worthless. 

But we face the same conditions 
when we face the relations of nations. 
America has become the creditor and 
the rest of the nations are our debtors, 
Shall we throw them into a prison of 
bankruptcy or default? Let us under- 
stand it once for all, that a debtor na- 
tion can never pay until the creditor 
nation is willing to buy more than 
she sells and thus credit the surplus 
imports upon her debts. Then let us 
hear out of the past the wise exhor- 
tation of an Oglethorpe: “Make them 
free.” J.ower the prison walls of 
your tariffs. Lighten the burden of 
their debts. Commerce must be a 
life of “give and take.”

There is almost always some very 
good, sound reason for a family be- 
coming famous. This is just as true 
in the case of flowers and shrubs as 
in the human race. So it is, that 
there are good reasons why the spirea 
family has become one of the most 
famous families among all of our 
flowering shrubs. 


A number of the spireas are plant- 
ed almost universally and it is al- 


has more than one kind of plant that 
does not include one of the spireas. | 
The major reason for their populari- | 
ty is found in the fact that they are | 
particularly easy to grow and require | 
no especial care or attention. They | 
will do well in almost any soil, will | 
grow better and flower more satisfac- 
torily if they are fertilized regularly | 
twice each year with a mixture of 
sheep manure and bone meal. This 
mixture should contain equal parts 
of bone meal and sheep manure and 
should be applied at the rate of a big 
double handful to each medium-sized 
plant. 

The uses to which this family may 
be put are legion. With only a very 
few exceptions it may be said that 
there is a spirea that will fit into 
any place where a plant is needed. | 
The only objection is that they are 
not evergreen, but after their useful- 
summer 
they are entitled to some rest. 

Spirea Van Houttei. 


For tall backgrounds, two of the 
spireas may be used: Spirea Van 
Houttei and Spirea Prunfifolia. Spirea 
Van Houttei is the most popular, 
most useful of all the hardy shrubs. 
It grows quickly to a height of four 
feet and ultimately reaches six or 
eight feet. In time, a single plant 
will spread as much as 15 feet and 
each April will cover itself with thou- 
sands of white flowers. The flowers 


are borne close to the stem and when |, 


in full blossom seem to weight the 
plant down ‘to the ground with 
pounds of beauty. The leaves are 
dark green, rhombic-ovoid in shape, 
deeply toothed, small and attraetive. 
These leaves are held on the plant 
well into the winter, sometimes as 
late as the early part of December. 


Its value is not only for tall back- 
grounds, but is also used for hedges, 
partial shade, specimen plants, ad- 
verse situations, cut flowers and 
foundation plantings. Spirea Pruni- 
folia is very similar to the bridal 
wreath, except that the flowers are 
double in form. Because of its more 
upright growth, it is usually a little 
barren at the base and therefore needs 
an evergren background and _ some 
dwarf shrub to hide its feet. Pruni- 
folia blooms about 10 days earlier 
than Van Houttei. 

For low growth there are three spi- 
reas that may be well used: Spirea 
Thunbergi, Spirea Anthony Waterer 
and Spirea Billiardi. Spirea Thun- 
bergi is one of the more dwarf spi- 
reas, seldom growing more than three 
or four feet tall, extra early flower- 
ing, dainty foliage, white blossoms. 
This plant is almost indispensable for 
foundation plantings and edging. It 
is also used often for marking cor- 
ners along with one or two taller 
growing plants. Spirea Anthony 
Waterer is a low-growing, compact 
shrub that bears its flowers on erect 
stems, flowers rose crimson in color 
and will blossom throughout the en- 
tire summer. Spirea Billiardi is an- 
other one of the pink spireas. It 
starts blooming in late May or early 
June and continues to bloom through- 
out the summer. 

Caryopteris. 

There is a plant that is generally 
Spirea, correctly 
named Caryopteris incana, native 
plant of China, known in the north 


spring: Spirea Thunbergi, Spirea Van 
Houttei and Spirea Prunifolia, should 
be pruned after they have finished 
blooming in the spring—about May. 
If these are pruned in the fall or win- 
ter the blooming wood will be cut 
off and they will not bloom for two 
years. This is due to the fact that 
the blooming buds are set in the mid- 
dle of the summer and the removal 
of these eliminates all chance of 
blooms for that year. The spireas 
that bloom later in the spring or bloom 
in the summer should be pruned in 
the, winter just before the spring 
growth starts. Practically all of the 
summer blooming shrubs bloom on 
new wood; that is, wood that has been 
grown during the early part of the 
year. Late winter pruning is best for 
all of them. 


The spireas that fall into this group 
are Spirea Anthony Waterer and 
Spirea _Billiardi. Spirea Anthony 
Waterer will stand a great deal of 
pruning, and in fact, will grow more 
shapely and flower more freely after 
it has been pruned sharply in the late 
winter. This class of summer bloom- 
ing spireas are almost ever-flowering 
if the seed heads are removed as fast 
as they appear. 


How to Plant Spireas. 


The planting of spireas need not 
give any difficulty if a few simple 
directions are followed and a few pit- 
falls avoided. Buy your shrubs, if 
possible, from a near-by nursery so 
that the shrubs will not suffer from 
too long shipments. ‘There is no need 
for worry if the plants will be re- 
ceived within a day or two of ship- 
ment. Buy your plants from a re- 
liable nurseryman so that you may 
be assured that your garden will not 
have diseased plants. This is really 
more dangerous than a great many 
people think. Having received your 
shrubs from the nursery, plant them 
as soon as possible before they have 
the chance to become dried out. If 
weather conditions are such that the 
plants cannot be put out at once, 
“heel” them in some sweet soil. If 
the plants seem in good shape it will 
be necessary to heel only the roots. 


Prepare the holes that are to be 
used with a great deal of care. The 
first, most-important direction in re- 
gard to the hole is that it be dug large 
enough. After you think that the hole 
is large enough, make it twice that 
size and it will be just about right. 
For a small-sized spirea plant, two or 
three feet tall, the hole should be 
about 15 inches in diameter and at 
least that deep. If the roots appear 
the least bit crowded, make the hole 
even larger than this. In the bottom 
of this hole, place about four inches 
of good top soil that has had about a 
double handful of bone meal mixed 
with it. This will give the plant some 
available food as soon as it has start- 
ed growing. 

Set the plant in the hole about one 
inch deeper than it has grown in the 
nursery. Spread the roots out natural- 
ly and as-the soil is raked into the 
hole, shake the plant slightly so that 
the soil will work itself close to the 
roots of the plant. As this is being 
done, work the soil close to the roots 
with the fingers. When the hole is 
half filled, tramp the soil in tightly, 
fill the remainder of the hole with 
water thoroughly. Jt will be best if 
a slight hole is left in order that the 
plant may get as much moisture as 
possible, when it rains.

The fall and winter season is the 
best period to plant any of the spireas, 
and it is much to be preferred to the 
spring planting.

Sap to the plant is as blood to the 
human, and both will flow toward 


warmth. As the air turns cooler and 
cooler through the fall and into the 


winter..the earth remains warmer 
than the air and the sap, therefore, 
flows toward the roots of the plants 
and out of the branches. 


The leaves fall from the plant, not 
because of the cold and frost as 


much as from the lack of nourish- 
‘ment. The top of the plant becomes 


| 


dormant, buat the roots do not becoine 
entirely so. If you will dig into the 
ground around one of your spirea 
plants you will see the small white 
tendrils that are growing and see the 
truth of that statement. 


If your spireas, or for that matter 
any shrubs, are planted in the fall 
and winter they have the chance to 
establish a good sound root system and 
as soon as Warm spring arrives may 
start growing in a perfectly natural 
manner. By growing in a natural 
manner they wil

spireas are called upon to do double 
duty. They must establish a root sys- 
tem in spite of the fact that the warm 
air makes the sap start going up to 
the body of the plant.

There are two types 
of the 2 1-2 heller and two types of 
the 7 1-2 heller, as this printing house 
did not have type enough to make 
sheets of 100 each. 
These Stamps are not listed in 
Scott's catalog as they were not used 
for postage. But they are listed in 
the German catalog and are eagerly 
sought by the German collectors, prob- 
ably more for a sentimental reason. 
I was fortunate to be able, through 
a distant relative, to obtain a set of 
these stamps, with the exception of 
the 1 rupie. They are on display at 
my office and may be inspected by 
anyone interested.

UNITED STATES GRILLS. 

‘The modern stamp collector, the 
minute he delves into the early United 
States issues, quickly discovers that 
there are a number of varieties all 
due to the use or the non-use of a 
“grill.” 

On top of that, other varieties have 
been created because the grill was 
not always the same size. Stamps in 
1867 had an all-over grill. In 1870 
the grill had reached its smallest size, 
then during the same year disappeared 
altogether. 

The grill was adopted after several 
other schemes were tried in an effort 
to circumvent the possible washing of 
the stamps for their illegal re-use. 


|The grill, which embossed the stamps 


|with minute punctures, made imprac- 
the 5-cen-| 


ticable cleaning the stamps in view 
of the fact that the cancellation ink 
would soak into the tiny edges of 
broken paper. 

The grilling was accomplished by 
running the sheets of stamps under a 
roller containing a series of bosses 
similar to a cheese grater. The first 
stamps to be grilled were the 3, 5 
and 30O-cent of the 1861 issue. The 
grill covered the entire stamp. After 
a trial this was found to mutilate 
the paper so badly that the stamps 
would come apart when an attempt 
was made to tear them from the sheets 
by their perforations. An indication 
of the rarity of this issue is the fact 
that collectors are willing to pay as 
high as $2,500 apiece for the 5 and 
the 30-cent. 

Thereafter the grilling was consid- 
erably reduced in size so that only 
part of the stamp was punctured. 
Six dimensions were used in 1867 and 
the next year. The 1869 issue of pic- 
torials also was grilled, as was the 
1870-71 set. By this year the grill 
been shaved down so that it 
measured only 8 1-2 by 10 millimeters. 
This same issue also was put into 
use without a grill, and the next 
stamps, those designed in 1873 bore 
secret marks instead of a grill. Mean- 
while, a change in printers had been 
effected, the government at that time 
not having its own printing office. 

The conclusion seems to have been 
that the results obtained did not war- 
rant the effort. The last use to which 
the stamp grilling rollers were put 
came in 1884 when the device was 
employed to mutilate Brooklyn Bridge 
tickets after they had been used. 

Incidentally, there is on_ record 
only one other use of the grill among 
stamps of the world, the first postage 
due issue of Peru in 1874. These 
stamps were printed by the same firm 
that made the U. S. grills, and their 
design included a picture of the 
steamer Adriatic identical with that 
on 12-cent stamps of the U. 8. issue 
of 1869.

Carlisle and a com. .11.0n bc- 
gan to trace the footprints.

Slowly they followed the prints 
through the cotton patch, across 
the Trusville highway, through 
another cotton patch and into a 
corn field.

A short distance south of the 
highway, Ralph Harvey and Law- 
rence Morton saw something pink 
on the ground. It was a wom- 
an’s garter. 


All members of the _ small 
searching party concentrated on 
the tracks. They followed them 
for 75 yards more, at which point 
the woman's footprints led di- 
rectly into the mouth of a four- 
foot ditch. Dirt had been 
knocked off the edge of the ditch 
and there was fresh dirt in the 
bottom, indicating that some one 
had fallen into it. 


Suddenly Carlisle

The others followed his out- 
stretched quivering arm. Fifteen 
feet from where they stood, at the 
edge of a corn field which ad- 
joined the cotton patch, the 
searchers saw a sight which 
struck them dumb with horror. 

Faye New’'s body lay stretched 
on the ground.

Taylor. who was conducted first 
to the body, cried, “My God!” as 
he beheld the remains. Otherwise 
he maintained the same compos- 
use he had shown during all the 
investigation. Standing over the 
body he repeated his denial of 
the murder in an_ unfaltering 
voice. 


He was taken back to the police 
ear and Ashley Cain was escorted 
into the field. 


At the sight of the corpse he 
fell on his knees, hands to his 
face and sobbed pitifully. 


“Get up, Cain!” an officer snap- 
ped harshly. “Look at it! Act 
like a man!” 


But it was difficult for him to 
pull himself together. He strug- 
gled to his f-ct, face twisted with 
emotion, and siond staring at the 
body of the girl he had loved. 
He, too. denied that he had killed 
her. 


Detectives removed both of Tay- 
lor’s shoes and one of Cain's and 
compared them with the foot- 
prints leading back to the road 
from the seene of the crime. The 
officers reported that Taylor's 
shotes fitted perfectly and that 
Cain’s shoes were an inch longer 
and also broader than the tracks. 
Miss New’'s shoes fitted the other 
prints perfectly. 


Medical examination showed 
that the girl had not been vio- 
lated. 

Back at headquarters, both men 
were again subjected to a lonz 
session of questioning—the only 
form of “third degree” adminis- 
tered to white men in the south. 
But neither of the suspects would 
make a single admission. 

Late that night the authorities 
exonerated Ashley Cain and took 
Taylor to the county jail, charged 
with murder.

For Taylor’s Trial. 

Judge J. Russell M<:.icoy called 
an extra session of the grand 
jury, whtch indicied Taylor for 
first degree murder on the first 


day it convened. The trial was 
set for Tuesday, September 4. 


Naturally, public interest in the 
case, described by County Solici- 
tor George Lew Bailes as “the 
most dastardly crime ever com- 
mitted in Jefferson county,” was 
intense from the beginning. The 
‘nfluential Taylor family retained 
“forel Montgomery, a young law- 
ver of great promise. while the 
state hired Roderick Beddow. one 
of the most noted criminal] law-

The trial opened on schedule. 
Throughout the procecdings the 
county courthouse was jammed to 
the doors. (It is on the top floor 
of this building that the Scotts- 
boro bovs—eventually we'll have to 
stop calling them “boys’’—are in- 
carcerated. awaiting the incredibly 
slow outcome of their celebrated 
case.) 

Nothing new developed ine the 
trial. This is not to say that it 
did not prove abcorbing to the 
spectators. Could the proceedings 
have been condensed to conform 
to the requivements of time and 
mlaced on the stage. it would have 
inade a most exciting drama. The 
crowd hung on every word and 
reacted to the development like 
an audience at one of Eugene 
O'Neill's more depressing pieces. 

In their final summations, De- 
fense Attorney Montgomery ac- 
cused Cain of having committed 
the murder and pleaded for an 
acquittal in the custemary highly 
emotional address: Beddow and 
Bailes, on the other hand, de- 
nounced Taylor as a fiend and de- 


manded that the jurors return 
either a sentence of death in the 
electric chair or an acquittal. 
Bailes repeatedly called Taylor 
“the Wolf of Woodlawn,” referring 
‘fo the section in which Taylor 
lived. 

The jury deliberated from 2 p. 
m., September 8, until 3 p. m., 
Sunday, the 9th. When they filed 
back into the courtroom the place 
was again filled to overflowing. 
Svectators leaned forward as 
though for the climax of a grip- 
ping play. The question was ask- 
ed. The answer: 

“We, the jury, find the defend- 
ant not guilty.” 

Marvin Taylor, father of the 
defendant. @asped his son to him, 
weeping tears of joy. Jubilant 
relatives crowded around. Harold 
Taylor shouted, “I never felt bet- 
ter in my life!” A few minutes 
‘ater, after signing a $2,000 bond 
for release on charges of attempt- 
ing to attack Mrs. Cost, he and 
his kinfolk drove away. 

In the lonely home of the vic- 
tim there was also weeping, but 
they were not tears of joy.

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Chinese Ring Protects 
Atlanta Physcician

N AMAZING account of 

the efficacy of a Chinese 

good luck r.nz in warding 
off disaster to its wearer is told 
by Loring B. Palmer, M. D.. former 
municipal phvsician of St. John, 
Virgin Islands. 


Doctor Palmer is not superstiti- 
ous, that is, not more so than the 
average man. Of course, he does 
not like for a black cat to cross 
his path, nor will he lay his hat 
on the bed if any other place is 
availab's. At one time. when in 
London, he moved to another ho- 
tel rather than occupy room 13. 

Several years ago the doctor 
heuzht a Chinese good luck ring 
j.2.e of silver and adorned with 
Chincse charters. As long as a 
person wears the ring he will 
have good luck, so it is said. 

He had been wearing the ring 
seve.al days when he passed a 
store, the owner of which had for 
some time been owing Dr. Palmer 
a sum of money which he had 
des 2ired of collecting. On enter- 
ing tue store, the’ merchant sur- 
prised the physician by handing 
him a check for the full amount 
of deot. A few days later, while 
going down Seventh avenue, he 
saw a man from Atlanta, his 
home town, walking across the 
street. The man beckoned him to 
come over. In avoiding a taxicab 
and trolley car, he did not notice 
a large automobile until it was a 
few feet from him. The car struck 
him aid isnovued bin to the pave- 
ment, waecre he lay motionless. 
The chassis was unusually high 
above the ground and when the 
automobile had reached a point 
midway over his body. the chauf- 
feur stopped the machine. 


A large crowd had gathered ex- 
pecting to find him killed. The 
lady in the car, the wife of a 
wealthy sugar importer, directed 
that he should be placed in the 
car. She then orde.ed the driver 
to rush to the hespital where, 
save for a few minor scratches 
and an utterly ruined new suit of 
clothes, he was uninjured. Doctor 
Palmer was vearing the ring. 
Later on the insurance company 
gave him a good sized check. 

Shortly after this incident he 
was appointed municipal physician 
to the Island of St. John, Virgin 
Islands. He was delighted with 
his new home and, although rath- 
er lonely and far from friends and 
civilization—St. John being a 
mountainous island without a city 
or town, just a few native villages 
—he enjoved this new life. He 
was able to becin each day, Jan- 
uary aS well as August, by arising 
early and going out in front of 
his house, jumping into the sea 
and taking a swim. 

One morning he did a foolish 
thing. Although he was just learn- 
ing to swim. he jumped off a 
boat in the bay and attempted to 
swim ashore. The distance was 
greater than he -calculated and. 
after swimming about a third of 
it. his strength gave out. He sank. 
Yet, having presence of mind to 
hold his breath, he soon rose, 


tried to swim, and sank again. 
As he vas going down for the 
third time, a native, who was 
Standinz on the wharf. jumped in 
with his clothes on and swam 
out to him. Coming up behind 
he grasped him under the arms 
and said: “Don’t be afraid, doc- 
tor, I'll tow you in.” One can 
well imagine the doctor's feelings 
when he set his feet on the white 
sands of the beach again. He 
was wearing the ring. ... 

The hurricance season in the 
Virgin Islands extends from July 
to Octcber. To one who has never 
lived through a West Indian hur- 
ricane, the terror and awe inspired 
by one of these storms is inex- 
plicable. 

Doctor Palmer lived at Cruz 
Bay, the western end of St. John. 
very Thursday he would mount 
his good horse and ride across the 
mountains to Coral Bay at the 
eastern end of the island to see 
the people in that section. One 
Thursday morning he had his 
horse, Teddy, saddled, taking with 
him as usual, his lunch, medicine, 
etc., on his weekly trip to the 
other end of the island. It was 
a beautiful clear day, and he en- 
joyed the trip immensely. Teddy 
was a suvre-footed. easy-gaited 
nag, and when he would stop on 
the top of the divide to give the 
horse a rest and to light his pipe, 
the doctor could look across the 
blue sea through the clear air to 
the British Virgins. 10 miles away. 

Thus, with occasional] stops, he 
rode on and, although it was dur- 
ing the gale season, he had never 
a thought of a hurricane. No 
warning had been sent out from 
the government office at _ St. 
Thomas. He reached Coral Bay 
shortly after noon and. after 
turning Teddy out to pasture he 
ate his lunch and waited for his 
patients. 

Doctor Palmer had a small 
house of three rooms which he 
used while in Coral Bay. As he 
was sometimes compelled to stay 
overnight, he kept a bed in one 
room. On that day there were 
not many patients and he finished 
with them at about 3 o'clock. It 
began to rain and soon there was 
a veritable deluge. 

Although the wind was rapidly 
rising and it was the hurricane 
season, Doctor Palmer still had no 
thought of a possible hurricane. 
So he prepared for bed, or rather, 
prepared to lie across the bed 
without removing his clothes. 
However. the noise and roar of the 
storm without, prevented his fall- 
ing asleep and he arose to go 
into the next room and smoke. 
Just as he entered the other room 
there was a tremendous crash and 
the house collapsed. While lying 
under the timbers, he realized that 
this was indeed the dreaded trop- 
ical hurricane. 

The doctor first felt of his 
limbs to see if an arm or a leg 
were broken and to his great joy 
he found them intact. He was 
wearing the ring. ... 

After a long time and at the 
expense of a few inches of his 


skin, he succeeded in extricating 
himself from the wreckage. Stag- 
gering to his feet, the physician 
Started to walk up the hill to the 
house of the nearest neighbor. 
The force of the wind, which the 
government instruments recorded 
as blowing 90 miles an hour, was 
SO great that he was blown to the 
ground. This was fortunate, how- 
ever, for as he lay on the ground, 
wet to the skin, the occasional 
flashes of lightning showed him 
that the air was filled with pieces 
of flying timber and sheets of 
galvanized iron ‘roofing, borne 
along with the speed of a cannon 
ball.

He had answered before he thought. Then 
it dawned on him what had occurred — “The 
Princess’’ was Hammel’s wife, not Armstrong’s!

THE PARADOX OF THE FINESSE.

—_—_ 


T THE very foundation of 
A card playing is the simple 

finesse. Any bridge play- 
er who does not know that the 
loss of a trick can often be avoid- 
ed if a certain missing card is 
advantageously placed and the op- 
ponent holding this card has to 
play before either the Declarer or 
Dummy, might as well give up the 
game. Paradoxically enough, how- 
ever, one of the main corner- 
stones of advanced card playing 
is the continual attempt to avoid 
finessing. A finesse is usually no 
better than an even money chance, 
and therefore, the resourceful 
player will first look around for 
another play or plays to take care 
of his losers, leaving the simple 
finesse, the success of which is 
usually in the lap of the gods, as 
a last resort. 

On today’s hand a very fine 
slam contract was reached by 
North and South. A simple fi- 
nesse, if successful, would almost 
cuarantee South’s contract. The 
South player did not take this 
finesse, however, but adopted a 
more complicated but much more 
sound line of play which, as the 
cards were distributed, resulted in 
the fulfillment of the contract. 
The simple finesse, on the other 
hand. would have resulted in the 
almost certain defeat of six-odd.

1—North has a maximum pass. 
He showed this to some extent by 
his two-notrump bid. However, 
he has a fit with both of his 
partner's suits and holds aces 
rather than king-queens or king- 
jacks in the side suits. South, by 
bidding three hearts, has _ told 
North that he does not like no- 
trump and North therefore de- 
cides to show his spade support. 
The second jump is undoubtedly 
sound. 

2—South naturally recognizes 
North's very strong bidding. He 
does not bid four notrump as even 
if he gets a five-notrump response 
he does not wish to contract for a 
grand slam with a partner who 
passed originally. On the other 
hand, he does not wish to play the 
hand.at less than a small slam, 
so he bids six spades. 

Against the six-spade contract 
West opened the club ten, the 
Declarer winning the trick with 


the ace in Dummy. South realized . 


after looking over both hands that 
a diamond finesse, if successful, 
would guarantee six-odd, except 
possibly against five trumps in one 
hand. South further decided, 
however, that if the finesse lost, 
his task would be indeed very dif- 
ficult as now four trumps in one 
hand would enable the defense to 
take at least one more trick. If 
the finesse lost and one opponent 
had four trumps, both clubs and 
hearts would have to break 3-3 
to give the Declarer any chance 
to make the hand by a cross-ruff. 

After considerable study South 
hit upon a line of play which 
would win, regardless of the lo- 
cation of the club queen, against 
almost all likely divisions of the 
opposing cards—even against the 
4-2 trump break. unless the player 
with four spades had also five 
diamonds. 

At trick 2 a low club was led 
from Dummy and trumped in the 
South hand. Dummy was re-en- 
tered with the heart queen and 
another club trumped, this time 
with the spade king. The dummy 
was re-entered for the third time 
with the diamond ace and Dum- 
mv’s last club was trumped with 


would now merely cash his dia- 
mond king for the 12th trick, and 
West's trump would win the 13th. 

Declarer’s play was the only 
one which would come out suce 
cessfully against good defense. 
Furthermore, the tactics adopted 
by South were not at all unortho- 
dox or suggestive of double Dum- 
my. The technique of shortening 
the Declarer’s own hand and 
drawing trumps with the shorter 
suit in Dummy is well known, and 
all that is needed is the ability 
to recognize when it should be 
adopted, as South did in this ine 
stance.
